Obvious interest attaches 
to the Conference of Com- 
monwealth Foreign Ministers 
which is to be held in January 
at Colombo on the invitation 
of the Government of Ceylon. 


In an age of alr travel Ceylon 
is a particularly central mecting- 
place—nearer than Great Britaln 
for all the Commonwealth Gov- 
ernments except the British and 
the Conadian. The attendance 
should therefore be good, and Mr, 
Bevin told Parliament last week 
that he will personally lead the

The British government's 
timid policy in the months 
following devaluation has not 
dispelled the dangers of 
financial and economic disas- 
ter within the next year. 

Further, the crisis has tended to 
make the public forget temporar!~ 
ly. the other great danger to the 
nation—the continued tension be- 
tween Russia with her satellites 
and the Western world on .both 
sides of the Atlantic. 

Here are some facts which 
should be realised by every 
thinking person, whatever his or 
her political views. I exclude 
the Communists from this cate- 
gory, becnuse they don't think. 
They only act as thelr Sovict 
masters order them to do. 


Russian Strength 

At the worst period of Anmo- 
German relationship before cither 
war, there were never such viru- 
lent public recriminations be- 
tween German Ministers and 
ours as are repeated month by 
month and year by year between 
the officinl representatives of the 
Sovict and those of Britain and 
the United States. 

Before August 4, 1014, friends 
used to say to me, “You're an 
M.P. and should know about 
these things; surely we're not 
going to have that terrible thing, 
a European war?" The same 
question, with even, more appre- 
henston behind it, was put to me 
in the early summer of 1930. 

Today people ask quite casual- 
ly, “Do you think the Third 
World War will come this year or 
next, or shall we avoid ft alto- 
gether?” 

Never in modern European his- 
tory has any single nation pus- 
ressed such a superiority in arm- 
ed ond mobilised manpower as 
Russin has today. Nor did Ger- 
many, at the height of her Inso- 
lent power, ever control so dan- 
Kerous a “fifth column” in every 
country as Russia has in the Com- 
munist parties of the world. 


Stalin Knows 

Against these sinister compari- 
sons with the past must be set 
some favourable ones. 

The difference In the attitude 
of mind displayed In the ques- 
tlons put privately to me and 
other M.P.s today and !n the past 
is Indicative of a national deter- 
mination to face a frightful pos- 
sibility and not try to Ignore it. 


Burna and Tibet—countries to

Burma has so for made little 
but failure out of ils independence 
ond self-government; the country 
ix In choos, and the Governnient 
ef Rangoon has no present con- 
trol over its Northern areas, Yet 
Northern Buna, os the last war 
showed, Is stratcgically one of 
the most important areas in the 
world, and its occupation by a 
Russian satellite would be a very 
grave matter for Indla and Pak- 
istan, 

Of course, apart from future 
risks lof Chinese action, there ts 
already much Communist infiltra- 
tion of the usual kind in Southern 
and South Eastern Asia. Armed 
guerilla activitles, with murder 
and plunder ‘as thelr Incidents, 
have been mainly confinerd to 
Mulayn ond Burma. 

In the one British troops have 
been available to den) with the 
marauders, and in the other they 
have not; with the result that in 
Malaya the trouble, though not 
ended, has been“mitch dicdnished, 
whereas In Burma it appears on 
the Increase. Elsewhere episodes 
of actunl violence have as yet 
been rare; but all three Asian 
Dominion Governments are alive 
to the danger. 


Both the Kaiscr and Hitler 
doubted if wo, would ever go to 
war against. them, whatover the 
provocation and despite our com-~ 
mitments. . 

Stalin and: his stool-pigcons 
know that the United States, the 
Western Powers, the Dorninions 
‘and Britain would fight if tho 
grim and ultimate necessity de- 
manded It... 

, Otherwise he would never hava 
submitted to the defeat of the 
Berlin alraiift. 

There !s reason to suppose that 
he also realises that, though he 
could Infllct tremendous {mmo- 
diate damage upon Western 
Europe, including Britain, in the 
event of war, the immenso resi- 
dual resources of the world-wide 
virtual alliance against bhlm = in 
manpower, natural resources, in- 
ventive genlus and machinery of 
every kind, with the skilled man- 
power to use it, would, apart 
from the possession of tha atom 
bomb by elther side, defent him 
and his satellites in the end. 

Moreover, Tito’s hostility and 
the purges in other “Iron Cur- 
tain” countries display o wenk- 
ness in his confederation patent 
to all the world, 

Thus I believe that the chances 
of an eventual genuine agreement 
between the two mighty opposing 
forces of Communism and Wes- 
tern democracy, on the lines 
advocated by Mr. Churchill, to 
refrain from attacking each other 
externally ond internally, are 
still reasonably good. 

It Is more Hkely to be reached 
{f we make Western military in- 
tegration of effort o reality, 

Indeed, Western Union (‘sa 
liability and not an asset with- 
out It.

Army Respected 

The fact that Britain, under a 
Socialist Government, contalning 
muny former paclfists, hos con- 
tinued conscription in peacetime 
with the full support of Mr. 
Churchill and the Conservatives 
has had a very good effcct upon 
Western European public opinion, 
It, together with the presence of 
United States troops In Europe, 
helped to induce the smalier 
Western powers to discard their 
traditional peace-time neutrality, 
which has had such tragic re~ 
sults in the past, and co-operate

selves, 


The British Army of the Rhine, ~ 


by its discipline, bearing and 
physique, commands respect from 
friend and foc. 

The young, new French Army 
is keen and, with Amerfean 
weapon ald, should be very for- 
midable in a year or so, 

The prestige of the British and 
U.S. Alr Forces is tremendous, 


and tn the background are their ~ 


respective Navies. 


An Eisenhower? 

But it is not easy, even in war, 
to Integrate a mixture of national 
military forces. it is Infinitely 
harder tn peace-time. 

It needs a man of Elsenhower's 
qualities to do it-—great deter- 
mination jotned to extreme 
patience, willingness to make 
allowances, and avoldance of 
causing offence. 

Perhaps, when the term of 
office of the present occupants of 


high command in Western Mili- - 


tary Defence ends, as it will 
shortly do, such a man will be 
found. His discovery equals in 
priority the provision of weapons, 
which American ald Is to supply 
to our Allies.

A psychologist agreed, “Nine- 
teen is the carllest age for a 
woman to qmorry,” he told me. 
“A girl fof 16 is still in mid= 
adolescence, She tnay appear to 
be physically mature, ut she 
eannot be emotionally mature. 
How many 16-year-olds have 
any sense of permunency? What 
basis of experience have they for 
the diMcult job of vhoosing a life 
gartner? 

“The partners in so many of 
these very curly marringes come 
from bad home surroundings. 
Ignorance and curiosity explain 
many cases.”

Two hundred kind-hearted 
and well-to-do Germans in 
Hanover last week decided to 
invite 200 “hungry British 
children” to stay with them 
for a month. 

The idea came to nothing be- 
cause of the red tape involved. 
But it threw a light on the way 
Germans are feeling about con- 
ditiong in “defeated” Germany 
and thelr attitude toe “victarious” 
Britain, 

With mont staple foods off the 
rotion in Germany and shops full 
of off-ration chocolate at 2s, 2d. 
a quarter pound block, no wonder 
many Germans pity Britain and 
Its rationing problems. 

Others—ospecially the un- 
employed—wish they could dfford 
the plentiful food and other goods 
liberally displayed in the shops 
throughout Western Germany, ond 
would prefer a system where they 
got at any rate a regular though 
Imited supply of food at moderate 
prices. ‘ 

The butter . ratlon§ {fs half-n- 
pound a month, plus two pounds 
of margarine. But often butter is 
unobtainable unless one 
pared to pay the “off ration” 
.price of 10 shillings a pound. 
Bread ‘Is plentiful at reasonabic 
prices, thanks to Marshall Aid 
wheat, but sugar is off the ration 
and quite exorbitant—four  shil- 
Ungs a pound. 

In Dusseldorf; bomb-sctrred and 
dreory capital of the Industrial 
Ruhr, there Is o fashionable rea- 
tourant with a truly first-class 
culsine where German business 
men wihe and dine for anything 
between £2 and £3 o head.

There were loud warning 
eries from the stevedores, ac- 
companied by a frantic wav- 
ing of arms, and I jumped 
back just In time. A special 
sling, holding 12 solid, frozen 
carcasses of beet whisked 
down from the heavens into 
the shadow of the ship to- 
wering above the quay. 

1 recovered only to leap for- 
ward to avoid an electric trolic: 
speeding back for another load, 

it Js bewildering in the Lon- 
don Docks. There ia so much 
augtivily so much industry and 
bustle, so much to see and so 
much to avoid. And all the time 
one Js overawed by the vastness, 
the speed, the mechanisation, the 
skill of ‘the dockers and steve- 
dores, and the experience of the 
clerics and officers who have bullt 
their life among the commodities 
of the world. 

Here | stood at the north quay 
of the Roynt Victoria Dock, one 
af the three which comprise the 
Royal Group. Of the five groups 
of docks ndministered by the 
Port of London Authority, an 
Independent Public Body, the 
Royal Group Is the largest . It 
covers a land orea of 1,102 acres 
und a water area of 237 weres, It 
Includes uver 10 miles of deep 
walter quays and can accomme- 
date as many as 50 ships, repre- 
senting over half a million gross 
register tonnage. 

Yet this is only a fractlon of 
the dock area which provides, as 
a service to shippers, more than 
500 acces of warehouse and shed 
floor gpace alone, and expert slat 
and the most modern facilitles for 
handling every primary and 
secondary product whieh the 
world can produce. 

I stood an the end of the new 
quay nt the Keyal Vieturia Dock 
Tots ane of the most ambitious 
schemes of re-development in 
the Port of London, and has only 
verently been completed, At the 
berth, specially constructed for 
discharging refrigerated ment, | 
watehed the abips' gear dropping 
the carcasses of frozen imeat, a 
toven gta the, onto the electric 
trylleys, and no sooner had the 
sling been emptied than the trol- 
leys, whinked away These are 
battery driven, re-¢harged euch 
night at the PLA's own battery 
stations situated In the docks. 


Don’t Travel Far 


They did not travel far, for the 
quay is constructed to reduce the 
interval during which the car- 
cusses re out of cold storage to 
the absolute oo minimurn, ft ois 
Dullt on the principle of railway 
platforms. At one side, less than 
a dozen yards from the ship, 
more than oa 100 insulated 
motor trucks were backed up to 
the quay, whth searcely an inch 
between them, The carcasses 
ure loaded and the vans drive off 
to depots throughout London and 
the Home Counties, 

At the olber side of the quay 
are the railway sidings, ‘Twelve- 
tou insulated rail vans were 
drawn up at the platforms, AS 
these were loaded, one of the 
PLA’s own railway engines 
shunted them across the docks’ 
railway system to the Exchange 
sidings, where all rath trafic 
handed over to British Rallways 
and taken direct to the Midlands 
ond other destinations, 

Running under the roof of the 
quny at the meat berth is an 
wlaborate overhead = rail system 
which is used In normal times for 
sorting and grading carcasses of 
chilled meat. The  stevedores 
hang the carcasses on the hooks, 
and these are transported to vari- 
ous parts of the quay according 
to the quality and grade of the 
carcass, 

At the presant time, however, 
when gli meat ls Imported by the 
Ministry of Food, there ia no 
quality grading, and the PLA 
meat officers, whd are experts in 
the trade, have no sorting dutles 
to carry out. A tally of the car- 
easses unloaded, and an Inspec- 
tlon to see that they are in good 
condition, is the current proce-

Nearly 28,000 tons of meat, 
bacon, tinned cages, dairy pro- 
duce, rabbits and poultry can be 
in the cold stores;

The stores are entered by 
means of Hfts, which ascend on 
the outside of the buildings to 
the top floor, where the carcasses 
pass through a temperature trap, 
a Jarge chamber with Insulated 
doors, to the inside of the bulld- 
Ing.

modern cranes, lifts and other 
fucilitles, 

A new feature of this guuy is 
the wide concrete buleony whieh 
runs the whole dength of the 
three warehouses at secdnd oor 
level on the dock side, ‘This en- 
ables ships to discharge cargoes 
for warehousing direct) onto the 
balcony, Electrie trucks, whieh 
have been lifted up by some of 
the muny mobile cranes, run the 
cargoes into the warehouses for 
storing until required. 

Meanwhile, cargoes which have 
lo be cleared are unloaded direct 
ty the quay, und the ground floors 
of all three warehouses are used 
for transit purposes. 

These three modern ware- 
houses alone have accommoda- 
tlon for 50,000 tons of goods, and 
the top floors are at present used 
for tobacco, 


Tobacco Trade 


The tobacco trade of the Port 
of London is one of the many ab- 
sorbing aspects of this vast port 
which never ceases to surprise 
and bewilder. Tobacco comes 
steadily into the London Docks 
from every tobacco producing 
country of the world, America, 
Africa, the Orient, the Balkans. 

Because of the high customs 
duty In Britain, £2.18.2%d ster- 
Ung per pound weight, it is 
financially impossible for impor-i 
ters to draw entire 


ling. The Port of London ware- 


reputation In the trade, a reputa- 
tion built up on vast experience 
and knowtedgo, impartinilty, and 
extreme care, ‘They ore trust- 
ed, their word, their recommen- 
dations and thelr decislons are 
accepted by thetrade. The sam- 
ples drawn by the PLA experts 
are accepted as representative of 
the package and are the medium 
through which the tobacco leaf }s 
bought and sold. é 

The. tobacco is unloaded onto 
the quay, in hogsheads, casks, or 
bales, according to the country of 
orlgin or the method of packing 
preferred by the exporters, and 
is taken, in bond, to the customs 
floor of the warchouse. Sitting 
in a glass-fronted box in front of 
no large scale 1s a customs officer 
und PLA clerk. 

Each hogshend or cise fs 
brought In, coopers remove the 
top and empty the entire con- 
tents onto the scales. Jt ts 
weighed, and this is the weight 
against which duty Is payable. 
The weight is entered by Both the 
customs officer ond the PLA 
clerk against the identification 
serial number of that particular 
hogshead or case,

This is done in front of the 
custoins officer, and necessitates 
the removul from the bale of all 
damaged tobacco, It is a specla- 
Mat operation, and it is carried 
out by the PLA staff, who then 
ie-weigh- the tobacco, and the 
new welght js recorded for cuns- 
loms purposes, 

Garbling can only be carried 
out In the dock warehouse by the 
Port of London Authority staff. 
An Importer cannot elnim for 
damaged tobacco which has not 
been certiNed a5 damaged by the 
sorting foreman at the thme of 
delivery and weighing. Thus the’ 
exporter across the sens If pro- 
lected from claims which might 
arisu from damage after delivery. 

When the tobacco is certified 
as sound, or garbled as the case 
nay be, the cooper replaces the 
honshead or cask and makes it 
ast, 

All these operations are specia- 
Naed, it Is no casy task to 
umpty a case of tightly packed 
tobucco, welgh it, remove sam- 
ples, examine it, and return it to 
the case without losing even an 
ounce. Yet the coopers remove 
and replace the cases in a matter 
of seconds. 


Stored Till Needed 


The hogshends and cases are 
then transported to the bonded 
warechouscs, and stored till re- 
quired, . When a hogshend = 1s 
stowed the ganger_ records its 
scrial number, and the particular 
warchouse ond gongway where 
it is lying. A copy of these re- 
cords are maintained by the cus- 
toms officers. 

There are many tobacco waro~ 
houses in the Port of London. 
They have to be cool, maintain 
an even temperature and avoid 
condensation, Wooden floors

They have seen their Chiefs 
shake hands with the white King 
and Queen on their behalf, and 
they mix freely with Europeans 
In their daity Mves, There is no 
apartheid here. 

Some of the Bamangwatos 1 
spoke with still think Ruth js one 
of the British Royal Family, 1 
have told them I didn’t — think 
that could be possible, but they 
have not beligved me.

Extreme Shyness ° 


Among the personality traits 
and conditions that produce a 
child who js unpopular with Ils 
contemporartes !s extreme shy- 
ness—the sort of shyness ‘hat 
makes the child appear surly 
and stand-offish to other children. 
Ajso there aro feelings of in- 
‘security and dsuMciency which 
the child covers up by excessive 
bragging and boasting or by a 
“know-all” attitude which other 
children find very hurd to take. 


Environment. conditions also 
frequently produce varying de- 
grees of unpopularity. The child 
whose parent(s are always moving, | 
who never has a settled home and 
la always changing schools, has 
little chance to develop firm 
{riendships, or form a niche for 
himselt in a group of children. 


Im some homes there are var- 
fous conditions which make tho 
child unable or unwilling to cn- 
terfain his friends thero, and it 
‘is hasd for a child to make and 
kepp fricnds if ho cannot {nvite 
thom home. These conditions in~ 
clude extreme poverty, drynken- 
ness, or somo outstanding yecull-
